SSC was represented by 
Ed Coulston, Rick Biggs, Doug 
Eisenhauer, Larry Cassell, and 
a Sweetheart Queen, Sandy Ben¬ 
ton, who was selected by the 
Circle K membership. These rep¬ 
resentatives brought important 
news when they returned on the 
16th. At the convention Larry 
Cassell had been elected to serve 
as Lieutenant governor of the first 
division next year. 

The Circle K is definitely a 
growing organization on campus. 
A recent membership drive was 
responsible for attracting 14 new 
members, and next year’s officers 
have already been elected. Ed 
Coulston will take over as presi¬ 
dent next year. Doug Eisenhauer 
and Terry Hicks will act as first 
and second vice-presidents, and 
Rick Biggs will remain active as 
the club’s secretary, Frank Parks 
was elected to tho treasurer’s 
i post, and Alan Planner and Joe 
Whitlock will serve on the Board 
of Directors.

This run-off election was neces¬ 
sitated when neither candidate re¬ 
ceived a required majority of the 
votes cast in the general voting 1 
held on Thursday, April 27. The . 
other SGA officers were elected in 
Thursday’s election, however. 
Bruce Hartley will serve in the 
capacity of vice-president next 
year. Joanne Collins, running un- i 
opposed, will take over as secre¬ 
tary, and Denny Marriott, also un¬ 
opposed in this election, will shoul¬ 
der the responsibilities of the tre¬ 
asury. Six representatives-at-largc 
were a*so elected. These people, 
who will represent the entire stu- I 
dent body and not specific classes, 
are Cheryl Meyers, M aril y n 
Schneck, Bill Montgomery, Joe De-j 
Cerbo, Rick Biggs, and Lucky 
Moore. Class representatives to 
the SGA will he selected in the 
individual class elections. 

Next year’s Homecoming Queen 
was also elected during Thursday’s 
voting. Joanne Collins received 
this honor «s a record number of 
voters east their votes in this 
election. The 1967 Homecoming 
Committee decided that the queen 
should be elected in this year’s 
voting instead of in a fall elec¬ 
tion. This will enable Miss Col¬ 
lins to reign for a full year. 

Culp Experienced 

Jim Culp is no stranger to 
SGA affairs. He served in the ca¬ 
pacity of sophomore class repre¬ 
sentative during the fist semester. 
After the resignation of vice- 
president, Craig Livingston, Mr. 
Culp was elevated to the position 
of interim vice-president. In un 
interview Mr. Culp said that his 
decision to seek the presidency of 
next year’s SGA was made in the 
middle of March of this year. Af¬ 
ter consultations with many peo¬ 
ple, he felt that he would be the 
best candidate for that post. Al¬ 
though he disagrees with the at¬ 
taching of labels on people in¬ 
volved in campus politics, Mr. 
Culp claimed that if he would 
have to attach such a label on 
himself it would be that of a pro¬ 
gressive. 

Compliments Garrick 

When asked about his thoughts 
concerning the functions of this 
year’s SGA, Mr. Culp compliment¬ 
ed Michael Garrick for his adept¬ 
ness at conducting this year’s 
meetings, an adeptness which “per¬ 
mitted free discussion without con¬ 
tinual repetition and confusion.” 
Mr. Culp expressed hopes of con¬ 
ducting next year’s meetings along 
the same efficient lines. Continu¬ 
ing to comment on this year’s 
SGA, he said, “It took a long 
time for the board members to 
learn to work together, but once 
they did learn to work together, 
they effectively attempted to serve 
their purpose, that of fitting the 
social programs to the needs of 
the student body.’’ He cited this 
as one of the major accomplish¬ 
ments of this year’s Student Gov-

eminent. In his opinion the ma¬ 
jor accomplishment was the re¬ 
duction of the old eight-page SGA 
constitution to a more efficient 
four-page document. He also point¬ 
ed out that the establishment of 
the Judicial Committee, whose 
function it is to relieve the en¬ 
tire SGA board of tin* task of 
interpreting the constitution, was 
another successful innovation this 
year. 

Some changes are planned in 
Mr. Culp’s administration. He 
hopes to have the agenda pub¬ 
lished as nearly as possible be¬ 
fore each meeting. In order to 
have a more even distribution of 
committee assignments land chair¬ 
manships, he hopes to appoint 
many SGA board and non-board 
membi rs to the SGA committees 
so that one person will not he 
burdened with more than one com¬ 
mittee assignment. To change the 
budgeting procedures, he would 
like to meet with representatives 
of the SGA member organizations 
to discuss the financial needs of 
each before the question of allo¬ 
cations comes before the SGA 
board. 

Mr. Culp has hopes of initiating 
a policy by which the SGA mem¬ 
ber organizations will actively 
participate in regular group dis¬ 
cussions as well as in such activi¬ 
ties as Mayhem. He would also 
like to have each of these organi¬ 
zations submit, is much in ad¬ 
vance as possible, a monthly cal¬ 
endar of events to the Student 
Life Committee so that an exten¬ 
sive calendar of campus activities 
can be available each month. 

Faculty Evaluation 

Mr. Gulp also outlined the pro¬ 
gress of the Faculty Evaluation 
Committee. The committee has pre¬ 
pared a general evaluation sheet 
to be filled out by selected com¬ 
mittee members during the evaul- 
ation of each participating faculty 
member during next year's first 
semester, should the administra¬ 
tion approve of this procedure. If 
these plans are 'approved, the 
completed evaluation sheets will 
lie sealed and delivered to the re¬ 
spective professors at the end of 
the semester. The success of the 
work of this committee is viewed 
optimistically by Mr. Culp. 

When asked what he thought 
the Student Government Associa¬ 
tion should mean to each student, 
Mr. Culp replied, “The SGA is 
your organization, designed to 
serve you by expressing your 
opinion, by executing varied pro¬ 
grams for your benefit, and by 
providing you with an ample op¬ 
portunity in general college life.”

with tenure could, in his opinion, possibly be persuaded to 
accept this helpful service. Several of the students wanted 
criteria placed on the evaluation sheet, that would be tailor- 
made to fit their most-disliked instructor. This is hardly an 
objective approach. 

The manner in which the evaluation is to be carried 
out also seems rather unfortunate. The evaluation sheets are 
to be filled out during class time, while the instructor has 
left the room (so that he wouldn’t exercise any undue in¬ 
fluence over the students). And, of course, since this is to 
help the instructor (and not to hurt the student) the evalu¬ 
ation sheets are placed in a sealed envelope and given to the 
instructor after the grades have been turned in. Such an 
attitude fosters a feeling of distrust and hostility rather 
than a sense of cooperation. 

Although some of the students at this meeting were 
sincerely interested in making Faculty Evaluation a useful 
tool for improvement, the general tenor of the meeting was 
one of a “gripe session.” This blatant hypocrisy is not justi¬ 
fied, nor is it necessary. Nor is the formation of an official 
committee of the Student Government Association necessary 
in order for students to congregate to complain about their 
instructors.

“Students don’t realize what 
they’re missing by not having 
more flowers on campus, stated 
Dr. A. Nay land Page, associate 
professor of history. “I planted 
petunias there because the flower 
beds looked like they needed pe¬ 
tunias.’’

The Delmarva poultry industry 
has become so big it spends $2^ 
million a year on such items as 
postage, telegrams, phone calls 
■•ind fire insurance premiums alono. 
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The Student Government Board 
has established a committee to in¬ 
vestigate the possibility of evalu¬ 
ating the college’s faculty. The 
committee began by defining its 
purpose, which was to offer con¬ 
structive criticism to the faculty. 
Hopefully, this would improve the 
general quality of student-faculty 
communication and, by letting the 
professor know what is liked or 
disliked about him, help the fa¬ 
culty to supply more effective in¬ 
struction. 

This committee has now held 
four open meetings, two of which 
have been attended by members 
of the faculty. The two main con¬ 
siderations were the mechanics of 
carrying out the evaluation and 
the actual questions to be asked. 
The committee decided that the 
evaluation should be used only by 
the faculty person involved and 
that no other person should see 
the completed evaluation sheet. An 
SGA Board member will request 
time from each faculty member 
for each of his classes and, if this 
is granted, distribute the question¬ 
naires. The person administering 
the questionnaires will then collect 
them and seal them. The profes¬ 
sor will receive these at the end 
of the semester. In this way, the 
student writing the evaluation will 
remain anonymous. Any faculty 
member not wishing to be evalu¬ 
ated will not be. The questions will 
concern the professor, his interest, 
the lectures, the quizzes, and the 
assignments. The evaluation will 
conclude with an open question so 
that any ideas not pertinent to the 
other questions can be placed 
there. 

This questionnaire will now pass 
to the SGA Board for its appro¬ 
val. It will then be discussed by 
Dr. Devilbiss and the faculty. If 
this plan is generally acceptable, 
it will be put into effect next year. 


Election Board stated that he did 
not have time to run after candi¬ 
dates to get pictures, yet if an in¬ 
dividual sought to post his pic¬ 
ture, this could be considered 
campaigning inside the polling 
area. 

3. The ballot count was open 
to all. There were approximately 
20 unofficial persons present for 
a supposedly locked-door tallying 
of ballots. 

4. While these students were 
in the tally area, a ballot was 
found to have strayed behind a 
cushion. This ballot was not de¬ 
clared invalid. Was this ballot 
counted twice? 

5. It was thought by several 
observers that all votes were not 
tallied, due to the speed of the 
tally. There was also no recount 
taken to check for accuracy. 

6. It was also noted that the 
ballots were left unguarded, in a 
wastebasket, when the SGA meet¬ 
ing was reconvened for presenta¬ 
tion of the results. Is it possible 
that someone could tamper with 
these? 

7. Several members of the 
SGA Executive Board are in con¬ 
tention for office; however, thes^ 
candidates voted as Board Mem¬ 
bers on the acceptance of the elec¬ 
tion results. Is this condition con¬ 
stitutional? 

8. These points were presented 
before the Board and written into 
the official minutes! After adjourn¬ 
ment, the President of the SGA 
cursed the person who had pre¬ 
sented these above points. 

Conclusion: Since this election 
resulted in the largest tournout 
(400 votes cast) for any Executive 
election, it must indicate a high 
level of student interest in SGA 
functioning. If YOU voted, are 
YOU satisfied with this glaring 
inconsistency in' election proce¬ 
dure?

The Gulls baseball squad is winging its way to Salisbury’s best 
season in years. After fourteen games, the Gulls had already bettered 
their ’66 output of victories with a record of 9-5. The most recent 
Gull’s triumphs, at this writing, came at the expense of Towson State, 
by a 2-0 margin and Philadelphia College of the Bible, by a score of 
1-1. Phil Briggs, who has regained his 1966 form, was the winner for 
the Gulls in both contests. Briggs leads the Gull’s mound staff in 
practically every department. He has a record of 4-2, has pitched 47 
innings, walking 16 and struck out 50. Also, in that span he has 
allowed only 32 hits while bringing his ERA down to 3.25. In the 
victory over Towson, Briggs went the distance, giving up only two 
hits and fanning 12. Denny Marriott led the Gull’s hitting attack, 
going 2 for 4 and driving across the Gull’s two scores. In the victory 
over Philadelphia, Briggs and freshman Pat Conway divided the mound 
chores, allowing only five hits and combining to strike out 12. A1 
Planner went 2 for 4 for the Gulls and also collected a RBI. 

In the statistics department, the Gulls have managed to keep 
their team batting average fairly high; it now stands at .242. They 
have committed 41 errors in their 14 games for a fielding average 
of .922. Steve Land leads the Gulls hitters with a .341 mark and is 
tied with Denny Marriott for leadership in the RBI department with 
9. Marriott leads the Gulls with 17 hits, 7 stolen bases, and 14 runs 
scored. His average of .333 makes him the only other Gull regular 
hitting over 300. The only Salisbury home runs have been hit by 
Steve Land and Phil Briggs. 

Already, this year, the Gulls have assured Coach Deshon of his 
first winning baseball season, and with every victory, the Gulls make 
a new entry in the S.S.C. record books for most wins in a season. | 
Good luck to our Sea Gulls as they continue to fly high.
